Our Itallroad. 


At the time the building of tbe Nevada 


Central Railway was being undertaken 
by a syndicate ot Eastern cap*talists, 
there were those among us who expreus- 
ed serious doubts of sufficient business 
to warrant the outlay of so great an 
amount ot money. Ou the other hand 
there were those who claimed that it 
would pay'; that the building of the road 
would be found profitable to tbe owners, 
and like all other enterprises of the 
kind would, as a natural result, be the 
means of largely increasing the passen- 
ger and freight traffic between .Battle 
Mountain and Austin, as the distance 
would be traversed much quicker by 
rail than by team, und at a less cost. 
All of which has been demonstrated. 
Merchants can do business ou half the 
capital, as goods can be ordered in 
smaller quintitles and delivered iu this 
city from 
SHU Francisco in abont a 


week's time, ironi the date of mailing 
the order, whereas by team it took from 
15 to 20 days, and not then reliable. 
The railroad us well affords capitalists 
trom abroad an opportunity of getting 
here comfortably and cheaply, and al- 
ready many of tbat iluss come among 
us to look at our couLt.'y, that would 
not otherwise bave put in an appearance. 
Outside districts are being examined and 
rarcuases n.ude, and eif long we incline 
o the opinion that the Nevada Central 
will bave all the business it can handle. 
Already the business of thu road has be- 
come of respectable proportions, ttud 
steadily increasing, to n greater extent, 
we, understand, than was expected by 
the owner, of thu road. Up to the pres- 
ent time the storms have prevented new 
mining entsi prises from being under- 
taken as actively as would otherwise, 
bave been the case. A little patience 
will enable Lander county and the sur- 
rounding country to take rank among 
the best iu thu State.—[Austin Reveille.

The bill introduced iu Congress by Mr. 
Duggett cif Nevada, to compel » survey 
of tilt) 25,000, 100 acres of laud belong- 
ing to the U uio n and Central Pacific 
railroads, is a measure that has long 
been needed. These corporations pos- 
sess a vast landed domain, considerably 
larger than New Hanip-hiie, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Raode Island and Oou 
uectiuul combined, which they bave re- 
ceived as a gift from tbe .people, and 
for which scores of millions ot dollars 
will ultimately flow lino their coffers; 
yet with ample, revenues and an 
immense und profitable business, they 
are persistently endeavoring to avoid 
the payment of taxes upon it, by refus- 
ing to have it surveyed. Without this, 
it cannot bt> assessed; and without as- 
sessment, it cannot of course, be taxed. 
There is no way to compel surveys ex- 
cepl by Act ot Congress, and the only 
disposition thus far shows ly tho com- 
panies has been to delay and hinder any 
such legislation.
